Report of the School Board. 


The work of another vear is completed. 

The results of the efforts that have been made—though not 
all we may desire—compare favorably with what has been 
accomplished in preceding years. 

The schools in general have been well conducted, and there 
has been a fair progress made. 

The winter term in school No. 12 was prematurely closed 
for want of scholars; parents considering it improperly man- 
aged kept their children at home. 

We do not feel disposed to criminate teachers or parents for 
any injudicious course they may have taken, or to be ungrate- 
ful for the courtesies they have bestowed on us, but we hope 


to make some suggestions that will meet with their approval, 


and secure the adoption of improved methods for conducting 
our public schools. 
| TO PARENTS. 

It is fair to suppose that you are interested in the education 
of your children; but is it not true also that you are disposed 
to throw too great a share of the work and responsibility up- 
on the teacher? ! 

Have you ever considered how much your influence and 
sympathy would aid in building up and strengthening our 
public schools? And is it not your duty and privilege to co- 
operate with school officers in the work of education? There 
are many ways in which you may show your interest in this 
work, . 

If you would make frequent visits to the school-room, and 
there learn the character of the school, and what degree of 
progress is being made, it would often lighten the teacher’s 
burden and inspire the pupil to more earnest study. 

Never allow yourselves to be prejudiced against the teacher 
without a just cause. Some of you have had experience in 
teaching and know of the trials and discouragements that a 


amg ft 


teacher must meet and overcome. When you speak of her in 


the presence of your children consider well what you are a-- 


bout to say, for it is written ‘‘With what measure ye mete, it 
- shall be measured to you again.”’ 

The law gives the teacher the same authority over her 
school that you have over your family, andif you cannot 
exact obedience from your children without administering 
punishment, it certainly is not fair to require it of the teacher. 
Do not forget to tell them of all the good qualities she pos- 
sesses, and require them to love, respect and obey nt as you 


would have them do to you. 
TO TEACHERS. 


It has been appropriately remarked, ‘‘The real forces that 
uphold our civilization and give it color are formed in the 
school-room.”’ Ifthis be true, what responsibilities rest on 


you who are directly engaged in developing manhood and 


womanhood, and in shaping the destiny of human beings. 
The work will require your constant watching and patient 
oworking, and it will become your sacred duty to “study to 
show yourself approved of God; a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed,’ and to attain to the, highest excellence in 
your profession. In all your intercourse with your pupils, 
endeavor to manifest a kind and loving spirit. You need not 
proclaim your love. It will be apparent in your deportment 
towards them, and in the tone of your voice when you greet 
them. The surroundings and influence that bear upon the 
character of the child, should be refining and elevating. Never 
manifest a spirit of anger or revenge in the school-room; you 
will lose the confidence and respect of your pupils if you do. 
If you cannot control your own temper how can youexpect to 
govern others? 


The law having clothed you with ample power to govern. 


your school, holds you responsible for its conduct. It also 
requires that your government be mild, gentle, affectionate 
and firmly administered, and that you insist upon cheerful 
and ready obedience from all your pupils. Avoid partiality. 
The well clothed and poorly clad are to be treated alike. Be 
courteous toward all. The child who feels that it isloved and 
respected by its teacher, will almost invariably yield obedience 


to her requests. Teach your pupils that they are ofsome con- 


« 


sequence in the world, and that they have responsibilities rest- 
ing upon them. Study to improve your minds and be quali- 
fied for your position. Should you fora want of knowledge, 
teach your pupils incorrectly, or be unable to impart to them 
needful and required instruction, you would do them a great 
injustice and lower your reputation as a teacher. Never rest 
on present attainments, but aspire to greatcr knowledge, 
that you may be better qualified for your work.
